Ir anything were necessary to illustrate 
the great need which exists for telegra- 
phio communication between London and 
the Cape; it is furnished by the anxiety 


_| felt at this moment throughout the world 


as to the relief of Colonel Pearson’s 
column now or lately entrenched in. the 
Zulu town of Ekowe. Yesterday’s tele- 
|gram is so far satisfactory inasmuch as 
it informs us that the relieving force 
started on the 30th March, and that the 
vanguard was enabled to communicate 
by signals with the beleaguered garrison. 
Tn. order to give our readers an idea of 
the ‘possibilities ” of the situation, it 
will be well to state what is known 
about Peargon’s position, When the 
British troops assumed the defensive, 
after the fatal blunder of Isandula, 
“Pearson’s column .entrenched itself at 
Ekowe, a town about thirty miles north 
of the mouth of the Tugela River. This 
was about the 4th. ry. The force 
thus cooped’ up “was: composed of nearly 
1750 (of whom 1300 were'fighting men), 
and these were exclusively British troops, 


.|.—the native battalion, numbering one 


thousand, having fortunately been sent 
south to Fort Stanger.> It is, said that 
the garrison had an ample store of am- 
munition, although the fort was provi- 
sioned only for a short period. One 
authority, however, asserta that Pearson 
had two months’ provisions in store ; and 
if this statemerit be correct, the two- 
months -had not expired when the van- 

of the relief signalled him on the 


180th March. His position is described 


as being impregnable to anything bat 
disease or statvation, a8 he has six guns 
in position, and the Zulus have even a 
more healthy dread of the-Gatlings than 
of the Henry.Martinie. Oo the 18th 
February the decided success (which here 
formed the subjeot of the oonfliot! ag tele- 
grams) was gained by. the garrison, an 
attack made on that date by the Zulus 
having been repulsed, and heavy loss 
inflicted upon the enemy. Indesd, Oo 
lonel Peargon,. we ate now informed, 
pallied out, pursued the Zulus nearly as 
far as Entamedi, and burnt a military 
krasl, Since that time little or nothing 
of moment seems to have happened to 
the garrison, The mannerin which its 
telief was to bo accomplished; whether 
by forcing through s convoy; or hci ara 

away a portion of the garrison, rem are 
undecided for a considerable time} but 
Lord Ohelmeford had evidently not been 


-lidle..while awaiting bis reinfordements, 


and was teported at Fort Tenedos, an 
ehtrenched post on thé Zulu side of the 
Tugela River, five miles above its mouth, 
making the necessary arrangements for 
relieving the. Ekowe garrison. Matters 
tnust therefore ‘have proveeded quietly 


‘until 9 ponsiderable portion of the réix- 


forcements had disemberked-—about the 
20th of March, according to an Indian 
telegram, Then wa have the measags 
that-tho relisving force was to ptayt (9p 


Ekowe on the 26th ; which hiings ua up 


to the information received yesterday, 
that “the Ekowe relieving force started 
on the 30th March.” Looking at this 
last telegram, therefore, by ‘the light 
of the facta here given, it need not 
be regarded as of 60 very depressing 4 
nature ag’.it might have seemed at first 
sight, Lord Chelmsford, who must 
naturally have learnt the lesson of 
extreme osution, scems to have taken 
ample time to perfect his arrangements 
for xelief, although it muat be borne in 
mind that Port Natal-is ‘about fifty 
iniles from the Tagela Mouth, and that 
Ekowe is nearly thirty miles farther up. 
The mode of relief décided upon appears 
to bave been that of forcing through a 
convoy ; and in view of the reported 
weakened state of the’ garrison, this 
decision, commends itself even to an 
unprofessional mind. “ Pearson sigusl- 
Ted {that he] saw the vanguard” of the 
relieving forco; and “also that up to 
27th March 200 of the garrison were 
disabled and only 500 effective.” As 
we have seep that 1300 of Pearson's 
column were combatants out of a total 
ofabout 1750, this intelligence is some- 
what vague and unsatisfactory.. Two 
hundred disabled out of 1300 fighting 
men would leave. 1100 effectives ; and 
tho anxious question therefore arises, 
Where are the other 6007° It must, of 
course, be remembered that the signals 
by means of which this information haa 
'beon obtained are not the most correct 
mediums of communication ; while tho 
telegraphic operators at Madeira, or 
even Baron Reuter’s Agency, are not 
infallible, Under these circumstances, 
we must only hope for the best, and 
Gonsole ourselves with the conviction 
that the tide of reverse has long ere now 
awept baok upon the bloodthirsty Zulus. 

The latter part of yesterday's tele- 
gram, regarding the attack made by 
20,000 Zulus on Colonel Wood's camp 
neat Luneberg, requires aleo a few words. 
of elucidation. Colonel Wood, whose 
force of 2700 men included 1000 useful 
natives raised in the Transvaal, was 
posted on the southern frontier .of the 
‘Transvaal, and was reported aa greatly 
harassing the enemy by constant patrols, 
srhilo he covered the important town :f 
Utrecht, Towarda the end of February 
he captured nearly 500 ‘head of cattle 
from the enemy, and he would have 
punished the Zulus more severely in 
that north-west corner of the Zululand 
had he obtained the mounted reinforce- 
ments he so anxiously looked for, A 
convoy of supplies escorted by 104 of 
the 80th Regiment is stated, however, by 
a telegram dated Cape Town 25th March, 
to have been attacked by 4000 Zulus 3 
one Captain and 40 men being killed, 
ani 20 missing, leaving only 40 to reach 
Luneburg, although the guns and am- 
munition were afterwards recovered and 
the dead buried, This appeara to be. the 
only reverse that has bofallen the nor- 
thern column of our army, under Colonel 
Wood ; and.as this officer is a soldier of 
some experience, well known for his 
atrategical ability and tactical skill, it 
may be presumed that the foui-hours’ 
engagement just reported, in which no 
lew than 20,000 Zulus were repulsed 
with a loss on our side of seven. officers 
and. seventy men, was @ severe reverse 
for the enemy. The next telegraphic 
advices ought to bring news of the 
successful relief of Ekowe and of a 
general forward movement.-

Taz British steamer Gleniyon, from Shang- 
hai to New York, whore sho arrived Maroh 
Sth, had a rather eventual encounter with 
an American vessel.

mand of it, and, coming olongside the ship, 
asked if it would be safe for him to come- 
on beard. On the Captain replying ia tho 
affirmative, the officer started to climb up 
the ladder which had been’ placed ovor 
the side, when the. ohargos of. the Cap- 
tain’s revolver were fired over his head. 
When the deck was reached, he found 
everything {a good ordor, and the crew, 
which conxistod entirely of colored .men, 
were obeying orders, The Captain waa 
asked what he stood most in nosed of,
